TERMS: All sales are cash or according to arrangements made between 
the buyer and seller. Settlement must be made with the clerk immediately 
after the sale. All cattle will be at the buyer’s risk as soon as sold but assist- 
ance will be given in loading, in compliance with buyer’s instructions. All 
sales are strictly between purchaser and consignor and neither the clerk of 
the sale or sale manager assume any liability in any collection or adjustments 
concerning this sale, but will assist in handling of such matters, if necessary. 

REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES: A registration certificate and trans- 
fer certificate will be furnished with each animal, and an application for 
registry will be furnished with each calf sold at foot or in dam. Breeding dates 
in the catalog are furnished by the consignor. 

GUARANTEE: Health certificates will be furnished with each animal. All 
cattle are sold subject to a sixty-day retest for tuberculosis. Bulls are guaran- 
teed to breed if properly cared for and not allowed to run with the herd. If 
a bull fails to breed he may be returned to the seller if in as good condition 
as when bought, and if after three month’s trial he fails to breed, the animal 
will be replaced with one of equal value or the money will be refunded. Cows 
with calves at side are considered breeders and no further guarantee is given.
